Enginemon on the Wahnoh 
system 


maintain .. two cars themselves, pay the 
salaries of two competent instructors, 
purchase all equipment that is needed 
and (-very ninety days every one of the 
1.400 is expected \i visit one of these 
ears and listen to the valuable talks that 
are given not only by the men in charge 
but by those who have met and solved 
the difficult problems that face them, 
no matter how long they may have been 
in the service. 


These cars are transported from one 


division point to another by the company 
and they remain at each from six to 
fourteen days, the length of time, depend- 
ing, of course, upon the number of men 
running into the points. 


Kailroad men today are different from 


those of a few years ago. This applies 
in all departments and upon all roads 
and the average employe of today is a 
reliable, sober, industrious man and in 
many instances a mnn of property and 
usually one of high standing in the com- 
munity in which he lives. 


As a rule each of the men in the cab 


of an engine that tears through the dark- 
night has a little family at home sleep- 
ing peacefully and trusting in the intel- 
ligence of the father and of the men as- 
sociated with him to carry him safely 
to the end of bis run. 


Can't Prevent All Mishaps. 


Now and then a blackened and man- 


gled body is drawn from the wreckage 
of a locomotive and the grim, silent hand 
of death steals into a happy family, grips 
and wrenches heartstrings and tears them 
asunder, and it is found that somebody 
has blundered. 
Perhaps it is the en- 


ginemen, perhaps a dispatcher and prob- 
ably the aeceident is due to causes that 
could not have been prevented even by 
the most intelligent precaution, but to 
the general public it is a comfort to 
know that the men are earnestly engaged 
in robbing travel of its risks. 


l£ach of these teaches a most costly 


and a moat lasting lesson, but it can be 
said to the credit of the railroad man 
in general and of the Wabash cngine- 
luen in particular that if they blunder it 
is not because they have overlooked an 
opportunity to study the safetv devices 
that are constantly being added to the 
equipment.

that Mrs. Pearson travels with him and 
she consented to pose for the photograph 
of her which shows her in her boudoir, 
sleeping room, dining room, kitchenette 
and her husband's business office. 


One photograph served to show all of 


theae, as the one room is nil of them. 
Mrs. Pearson has traveled extensively 
over a, rather limited territory and has 
probably covered more than 100,000 miles 
in the last ten years.

and both of them sleep as soundly in a 
railroad ya.n! with its continual rumbling 
of moving cars and engines, clanging of 
bells, tnut.ini; of whistles and tin: dozen 
and one other noises peculiar to railroad | 
operation a.s they could in the most se- 
cluded country home where the nights 
are punctured only Tiow and then by the 
wail of a lonesome calf or the chugging 
of a joy-riding automobile engine. 


They have their books and their papers 


and they arc content, and people who 
don't believe arc respectfully referred to 
the photographs. 


Air Brake Most Important. 


Of all the safety devices in use on 


railroads Mr. Pearson pronounces the air- 
brake as the most important. 
A child 


of seven years old can operate one as ef- 
fectively as a trained engineer. 


,A belated train is hurtling through 


space at the rate of sixty miles an hour. 
Peering out of his cab window the engine 
driver keeps his eyes fixed on the long 
stretch of rail and ties illuminated by 
his powerful headlight. 


Another is sighted ahead and behind it 


is another train bearing down upon him. 
and HH quick as a flush the lever that 
controls the airbrake is pushed ahead a 
few inches and in the twinkling of an 
eye every brake shoe from the engine to 
the lawt coach or sleeper is set hard and 
fast against the wheels. 


Tho big train creaks and groans under 


the sudden impact, passengers are tossed 
about in their seats and in their berths

a. lot at the, northwest corner of the 
plat, four rods square, "for a church, to 
be of no particular denomination, but 
free fo all," the unoccupied portion of 
which was to be used for a burial ground. 
Another lot, for "a. seminary of learning," 
on the site, of the present county jail 
was located east of the proposed church 
site. Tn 1838 and 183fl, Samuel Hanna, 
•who purchased all of tho unsold and un- 
appropriated portion of thn Rarr a.nd Me- 
Corkle, holdings, arranged for the removal 
of the bodies of those buried in this 
cemetery to a new burial place (the pres- 
ent. McCulloch park). 
The site, desig- 


nated for a church was never used for 
this purpose, but the "seminary" became 
an important early educational institu- 
tion. Tn addition fo the, tracts already 
referred to, the. proprietors offered to 
give the. county lots 8 and 0 (north side 
of Superior street, west of Clinton), lots 
101, 
102 ond 103 (west side of Calhoun 


street, north from Berry street to the 
alley), find lots 104 to US (south side, of 
Berrv street, from the alley between 
Calhoun and Harrison east to the site 
of the Pixley block). 
Little tftnc was 


lost in accepting this generous offer, and 
the town of Fort Wayne, consisting of 
about sixteen square blocks, came into 
existence. 
The deed was made out to 


John Tipton, the. county agent.

The Third Judicial Circuit. 


T'nder the provisions of the constitution 
of ISlfi. "the circuit courts shall consist 
of :i president and two associate judge?.'' 
In all counties of the state, the circuit 
court 
lnt*t common law and 
chancery 


jurisdiction, as. also, criminal jurisdic- 
tion, subject to certain limitations. The 
president judge, whose ditties carried him 
on the circuit of several counties, was 
chosen by joint ballot of the legislature, 
for a term of seven years; the associates, 
or "side" judges, served for the count;- 
only, and were chosen by the voters oi 
the county. 
.Mcntbcrsliip in the legal 


profession was not a requirement of 
qualification for the associate judgeship.

Ninety feet of the ground on

'fhe act provided, also, that if tlie route 
were not, surveyed Ky the state and a 
map furnished wii!-.in three, yearn, and 
the canal not completed within twelve 
years, the grant should be void. 
This 


forward step was recognized as the right 
kind "f a start, and the "live, wires" of 
early Fort Wayne allowed no lime to 
go to waste before they took a.ctive 
measures fo insure the canal, with the 
frontier village as the central point of 
construction and operation. . . . Tn 
this same year. Micajah T. Williams, an 
elder brother of Jesse L. Williams, sur- 
veyed the route of the Miami and Krie 
canal, to connect Lake Krie and the Ohio 
river, by w-ay of Defiance. 


Indian War Narrowly Averted. 


During the fall of 182-1, while a large 
number ot" Indians were, gathered ab^ut 
the fort to receive their annuities, .sev- 
eral of them became intoxicated. While, 
in this condition, a youup- Miami Htabbcd 
and killed an Ottawa. The Ottuwas. to 
the number of seve.-a'i hundred, unit fully 
armed, gathered in a war party from 
their camp a short distance down the 
Maumee. and threatened an immediate 
attack on the Miamis. It was an excit- 
ing moment, 'fhrongh the advice to the 
whites, Chief Ttichardville. of the Miunis. 
unprepared for defense, called a council 
of his tribesmen and announced tlie wil- 
lingness of the Miamis to give the Otta- 
was goods fo fhe value of $i>.OOI) as blood 
money to insure peace. 
Samuel llanna 


and James Barnett advanced goods to 
the value required, reserving the amount, 
from tlie Miami annuities. 
It was a 


great day's business for flu- pioneer mer- 
chants, and helped Io establish them on a- 
Mihstantia] financial footing. 
Incidental- 


ly, it averted a troublesome combat.

Lieutenant 
Smith, Sergeants Jacobs, Stout, Kra.sk 
and Morgan and thirty-six men of Troop 
A were ordered to Schocnville to help 
suppress rioting caused by industrial 
troubles at the steel works. The detach- 
ment arrived soon after midnight on July 
10 and remained on duty until September 
]4. Patrols were sent out at daylight 
on the morning of July ](>, covering the 
streets in Preston and Schoenrille and 
the neighboring villages. 


Troo* A Qaelln a Riot. 


While Serjeant Frash and four men 


were returning from patrolling George 
street in ..Schoenriile they were stoned 
by a. mob, Frash being cut in the face by 
a brick. The mob was dispersed without 
difficulty, but more serious rioting oc- 
curred later in the day -when a crowd of 
seven or eight thousand, persons gathered 
near the main entrance to the steel plant. 
Sergeant Stout, with eleven men, while 
attempting to clear the streets of this 
crowd was met with a shower of bricks 
and stones and a number of shots were 
fired. 
One shot struck Private Gjor- 


sten's horse, -!-.--troying its sight. 
The 


men dispersed this crowd and the street-; 
•were thoroughly cleared in every direc- 


tion. 
Twenty-two arrests were made 


that night. 


Tha men of Troop A patrolled 
the 


neighborhood of Ihe works and the sur- 
rounding villages dny and night and no 
further rioting occurred until July 30, 
•when at about three o'clock in the morn- 
ing a mob of some four or five thousand 
persons collected in the streets of Pres- 
ton with the ?vid?nr intention of attack- 
ing the works. 
The entire troop was 


turned out and after some litt' difficulty 
dispersed the crowd. No h.-rions trouble 
occurred after this until Sunday, Au- 
gust 22, when at about nine o'clock in the 
evening a deputy sheriff "who refused to 
get off a trolley car just outside of 
Schoenrille was shot and killed by some 
one in a mob.

When 
the remainder of the troop arrived, n 
few minutes biter, they found Private 
Williams dead and his body stripped of 
everything.

fractured skull; Private Smith was shot 
through the legs and so severely beaten 
that he died the following day: Private 
Kitch ~was shot through the hand and 
Private Jones was unconscious from he- 
ing beaten and flubbed.

During this trouble, and while these 


five men -were, being attacked hy thou- 
sands of rioters, the deputy sheriffs and 
guards, who were fully armed, watched 
the entire battle from inside the fence of 
the steel works -without making the 
slightest effort to assist the State police. 
Owing to the large territory patrolled, 
Captain Robinson and thirty-three men 
of Troop B were ordered to Schoenville 
to assist Tr.oop A.

Tn the corset, trade forward looking 


'manufacturers have for years been en- 


fT.igcd in sdnciitins the public in what, 
they really ought to want in corsets.

minded to believe that an ethical manner 
of conducting their business will he in 
Ihe end recognized and appreciated by 
the public. 


It uses every possible means to impress 


upon persons who handle goods the fact 
that to sell to a customer a corset that 
i^ not good for her to wear is not on!}* 
bad rtliics hut. hnd business. 


Every time that n customer goes away 


with n corset that is either uncomfort- 
able or unsuited to her figure from an 
aesthetic standpoint this firm considers 
that its prestige has been damaged. The 
thing is not to sell a corset but lo sell 
the righl corset to the right person. If 
that is done and if all eccentricities of 
figure are cared for by the most export, 
fitting, then the firm considers that it 
has made of that customer a friend for 
life. 


Of course, it. is desirable that its own 


particular brand of corset, should be sold, 
but the modern cornet manufacturer puts 
out so many different shapes of corsets 
that any figure can he fitted from them 
provided the rieht selection is made. 


Because one number of a corset, is out 


of stock for the moment a careless or 
indifferent saleswoman might he inclined 
to recommend a. less well suited shape 
or a number too large or tor, small. Rut.

What 
was ncc.omplishcd in this instance by 
community co-operation could be carried 
out effectively by <iny county superin- 
tendent, teacher or school improvement 
association. 


This unique nnd practical demonstra- 


tion in pu-blic school improvement wns 
managed by Professor TX Riley Haworta, 
of the East Tennessee State Normal 
School. Professor Haworth first secured 
the co-opcrntion -jf the Board of Edu- 
cation of McMinn 
county, in which 


tlie demonstration was carried onr. 
He 


also secured the co-operation of the pub- 
lic school tea fillers <>l the county and of 
the patrons of the Xeil School, the.plan 
being to show what any neighborhood 
can do in one day hy united action in the 
improvement of school buildings and 
grounds. 


A band of teachers, school patrons and 


Normal School students marched out to 
the Nicl School early in the morning to 
begin operations. 
An official photog- 


rapher was taken along; he made photo- 


g-"flphs of ti\e school grounds, the build- 
ing and interior at eight o'clock in the 
morning, before work begun, and again 
at four o'clock in the afternoon, when thc 
day's work was completed. The "before" 


and "after" pictures made it look as If a 
miracle hnd taken place. 


The building at eight o'clock was in as 


disreputable a condition as it could be 
nnd still be used for school purposed. 
The workers wore armed with shovels, 
hoes, axes, carpenter's tools, paint, white- 
wash and sonp. 
They nailed on new 


boards where they were needed, painted 
the building, built a chimney, cleaned up 
the rubbish, scrubbed the floor, reno- 
vated the entire interior, constructed a 
bookcase for the tenciher, tinted the walla 
a pearl gray color and hung pictures. 
The old desks were removed and new 
desks, supplied by the school district, 
were placed in the building. 


The outlay aggregated, in cash, $33. 


It included twelve gallons of patet, five

Tho man with the, idea is Mr. Alfred 


Williams. 
The. iilcn. is to grow wheat in 


factories, thereby reduc.lns the cost of the 
loaf to a. quarter oC its present price. 


Mr. Williiini.s is an unemotional chemist, 


born In Wnle..=. and possessed of a pro- 
found belief in his own invention—that is 
to bo expected when he tells you that tie 
has eaten his factory grown wheat—and 
he, 
contemplates tho 
prospective sub- 


version of society with perfect equanimity. 


•Tut n seed in the Kromid," he saw, "nml 


even after tlie absorption of the moisture 
you liave to wait for a reasonable tempera.

On this point, Mr. Williams asserts that 


lie has discovered a method of using elec- 
tricity as a. combination of discharge and 
radiation. This, be says, takes the place 
of licriu waves nnd facilitates the 'breaking 
up of the carbonic dioxide in the air, thus 
isctling free the carbon to feed the wheat. 


I "That means." says Mr. Williams, "that 
| tbo cereals I plant receive all the sunshln* 


j they want." 


Under present methods of growth, the 


soil, of course. Is essential to nitration. But 
Mr. Williams doeg without soil. He claims 


! to obtain sufficient nitration by means o£ 
,11 certain solution which is his own secret, 
juml he further claims that by this method 
them Is none of that loss in nitration.to 
which reference has already been made. 


Mere Is this remarkable chemist's plan 


of cultivation. Expensive wheat lands are 
banished as unnecessary. 
Instead, ho 


builds a. rough structure of several floors— 
a sort of factory. Upon each floor ha put» 
some soil-in reality, he points out, it.does 
not matter whether you place sand or fino 
gravel there, the only object being that it 
should act as a support for the stalks and 
provide the necessary amount of dampness. 
Then the sand or the gravel is Impregnated 
wtiii the nitrate solution, and tho aeed Is 
planted. The radiation is supplied by wlpei 
and tubcn, and in two months Cher* it t 
bountiful crop! 


ARE YOUR TREES INSURED? 


By O. M. MHXER. 


H Insurance «&arnst possible loss from th* neighborhood of apple or-

The fungus which causes apple rust 


spends part of Its life on the. appla 
and another part on the cedar. Bo 
that. If there are no cedar trees with- 
in one mile- of apple orchards there 
will be practically no Injury from this 
disease. This Is mentioned specifically 
as an example as to the intelligence 


from fire is worth while, how much 
more valuable must be "spraying In- 
nrance" against certain loss. Farm- 
ers and oreh-rdlsts are becoming cog- 
nizant of the fact that to grow good 
fruit one must not only spray, but 
spray Intelligently. 


To spray successfully one must be 


provided with a proper equipment, 
and he must know bow to upray and 
what he is spraying for. 


To spray Intelligently for the pur- 


pose of checking damage by Injurious 
Innects, something about the life and 
habits of the pests must b* known be- 
fore we can hope to obtain satisfac- 
tory results. 
A remedy used against 


one kind of insect may have no effect 
whatever on another Epeclee. 
One 


reason for this Is that some insects 
chew and devour their food, while 
eth»rm pierce the tissue and obtain 
their nourishment by sucking the sap 
of whatever plant or tree they are lo- 
cated upon. 


The same thing is true of fungus 


diseases. One must know something 
•bout the causes of plant diseases and 
their effect before the best results can 
b* expected from spraying. 


In spraying for bitter rot or scab, o 


good mixture to use IB Bordeaux and 
this should be applied before the b 
open to destroy the spores upon 
hark sjnd twigs. 


Another spraying from three to fiv 


Weeks later should h« given In order 
to cover such portions aa have es 
eaped the first spraying. 
Careful ex- 


periments 
show

The dairy calf Is ordinarily raised 


by hand since the milk of the dairy 
cow is usually worth so much more 
than the calf that it receives Ilrst con- 
sideration. 
It is a well oetahlhihed 


fact that a calf raised on skim-milk Is 
equally as good as one nursed by 
Its mother. 
In localities familiar with 


dairying: this la well understood, but 
In other places Is virtually unknown 
and a strong prejudice exists agalifst 
'eeding skim-milk on account of the 
unhealthy and undersized calves that 
have been raised in this way. 
Such 


calves are the victims of Ignorance or 
carelessness. The skim-milk ca.lt raised 
probably differs little, If any, In size, 
quality, thrift and varue from the 
same animal when raised by the cow. 


The skim-milk differs from the un- 


skimmed only In the amount of fat It 
contains. 
The fat is not the most Im- 


portant part of the milk for the calf. 
Protein builds up the muscles, nerves, 
hair, hoofs, and horns while ash Is 
uesd for building the bones. The fat 
furnishes heat and fat. 
A substitute 


for the fat can be supplied much 
cheaper with grains, such as corn. 
The skim milk calf Is not generally 
quite eo fat during the first Blx months 
of Its life as the one nursed by the cow 
jut often has a better development of 
sons and muscle. The calf should have 
the cow's milk for the first few days, 
as 
the 
calf 
seems 
to 
need 
the 


colostrum milk to start the organs of 
digestion properly. Take the calf away 
in a few days, if the o.ow's udder is In 
good condition. 
If not, it Is best to 


leave tha calf with the mother a little 
longer. 
Mixed milk should then be 


given—not too rich—as rich milk may 
caues indigestion. 


For the first two weeks, five or six 


quarts, or about ten or twelve pounds 
per day, is all the largest calf ehould 
be allowed.

If people know what a great soured 


of profit is found In the keeping of 
beea and how interesting the work, 
there wouldn't bo an unused square 
foot of ground on any farm in .the 
United States. 


Bees are tho only producers known 


lo husbandry that yield a profit with- 
out cot of feed.. They find their own 
pasturage. 
They multiply so rapidly 


that they more tha-.i pay for the small 
Initial expense of housing them, and 
th* first cost of equipment is almost 
trifling. 


Bee culture may be made profitable 


by the children of the farm, or by the 
women members of the family. 
It 


may be carried on successfully in con- 
Junction with tho keeping of poultry 
p.r the growing of fruit. In the latter
